by Franklin K. Lane, Secretary of the Interior 

This morning, as I passed into the Land Office, the 
Flag dropped me a most cordial salutation, and from its 
rippling folds I heard it say: "Good morning, Mr. Flag 
Maker. 

"I beg your pardon, Old Glory," I said, "aren’t you 
mistaken? I am not the President of the United States, 
nor a member of Congress, nor even a general in the ar- 
my. I am only a government clerk." 

"I greet you again, Mr. Flag Maker," replied the 
gay voice; "I know you well. You are the man who 
worked 
the tangle of that farmer’s homestead in Idaho, or per- 
haps you found the mistake in that Indian contract in 
Oklahoma, or helped to clear that patent for the hope- 
ful inventor in New York, or pushed the opening of that 
new ditch in Colorado, or made that mine in Illinois 
more safe, or brought relief to the old soldier in Wyo- 
ming. No matter; whichever one of these beneficent in- 
dividuals you may happen- to be, I give you greeting, 
Mr. Flag Maker."

TONE CODED 
SQUELCH SYSTEMS 
WASUTI , Dan Halgash 

Most people are familiar with 
the terms "PL, Channel Guard, and 
Quiet Channel”, with reference to 
radio repeater systems. These 
manufacturer trade names refer to 
a specific type of squelch system 
used extensively in business ra- 
dio systems and a number of ama- 
teur repeaters as well. As time 
goes on we will find more use of 
tone squelch on the amateur re- 
peaters to eliminate interference 
that 1S becoming more prevalent, 
especially on two meters. 

Normally, when we transmit 
with our radio, we send an RF car- 
rier along with any speech or in- 
telligence we wish to transmit. 
When a radio is equipped with 
tone we transmit a low frequency 
continuous tone ranging in fre- 
quency from 67 to 240 HZ along 
with any speech that is sent. 

Special decoder in the re- 
ceiver of the receiving station 
unsquelches the receiver upon re- 
ceipt of the correct tone frequen- 
cy. Essentially, the receiver 
Will not respond to any RF carri- 
er unless the correct tone fre- 
quency is also received. “This 
makes listening to a _ repeater 
Channel with yu co-channel 
user possible without hearing al} 
the traffic from a distant city. 

Adding tone squelch to most 
modern transceivers is not a ety 
complicated job. The bigges 
headache is usually finding room 


inside the unit for mounting the 


module. Basically, the unit will 
be placed in series with the au- 
dio path of the receiver, this 
usually 1S between the receiver 
discriminator and the first audio 
stage. The purpose of doing it 


this way is to remove the continu- 


ous tone from the transmitting 
Station which will manifest it- 
self as a rather annoying frequen- 
cy tone similar to a power supply 
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hum. Essentially what the tone 
module does is attenuate audio 
frequencies below 300 HZ to a 
point where it is at an accept- 
able level for the listening sta- 
tion. 

Radios not equipped with tone 
attenuation may or may not repro- 
duce the tone depending on the in- 
dividual audio characteristics of 
the unit. Also, some form of dis- 
pe ee the Lone squelch should be 
installed so that if the user 
Wishes he may listen to all traf- 
fic on the channel, . 

. In the professional radio sys- 
tems using tone squelch, as soon 
as the microphone is- taken off 


its hanger a little switch on the 


rear of the mike 1S engaged, caus- 
ing the unit to go to standard 
squelch so the user may monitor 
the channel before he transmits. 
Remember, that while on tone 
squelch, you hear only units 
transmitting with the particular 
tone eae which you are | 
tuned and it is entirely pos- 
sible that someone else may be us- 
ing the channel who is not trans- 
mitting tone or is using another 
tone frequency. 

Tone modules may be purchased 
in a variety of configurations, 
some which only generate tone for 
transmit, Some which a decode 
and some which will do both. Al- 
$0, some units are tunable with a 
pot, while others use a binary 
switch which selects the tone fre- 
quency the user wishes. When se- 
lecting a type of tone module it 
would be wise to consider physi- 
cal space and operating conve- 
nience as the criteria. 

So far I have talked about 
the decoding of tone from a trans-. 
mitting station. Should one wish 


to access a -repeater that re- 


quires ‘tone, the process 1s aay 
fairly simple. If a radio that 
is not already equipped for tone
